From the N. Y. Commercial Advertiser, April 9. 
MEXICO. 


Translated for the Commercial Advertiser from the files 
of the Vera Cruz Diario, fiom the Ist of February to 
the 13th of March, 1323. 


Con, inted-from yesterday's Observer. 
On the 22d, the English frigate Rangel, 
Capt. Jiserth, arrived at Vera Cruz, in 56 
days from Plymouth. 
The Republics of Peru and Columbia con- 
eluded a treaty offensive and defensive; it is 
dated Lima, 6th July, 1822. 


A letier dated Mexico, 19th February, 
states, that the insurrection in the Province of 
Vera Cruz, and the advance of General Echa- 
varri towards the seat of goverhment, caused 
the greatest inquictude in the mind of Iturbide, 
and that his uneasiness was greatly augment- 
ed when he understood the unexpected defec- 
tion of the Marquis de Vivanco and the Pro- 
vince of Puebla. It likewise says, that great 
disorders prevailed in the capital, and public 
feelmg ran high againstthe Emperor. It alse 
mentions, that the artillery corps with their 
officers had arrived at Puebla, and that the 
1)th Imperial Regiment of Infantry had takea 
the road to ‘Toluca to form a junction with the 
Patriots. 

By a private letter dated Nopalucca, Febru 
ary 28, it appears that the Intendencies of Cu- 
atla and Cuernavaca were up in arms, and 
had sent an ig a to Echavarri, that they 
were ready to bring five hundred determined 
sdldiers into the field. 

The entire jurisdiction of Toluca had de+ 
clared for the Congress, and the Chiefs at the 
head of seven hundred infantry and cavalry 
advised an immediate advance on the city. 
The arrival of the 11th imperial Regiment of 
Infantry had increased their numbers to 12 
hundred. Gencral Bravo was advancing 
from Oajaca with six hundred men. 

The marquis Vivanco will soon set out for 
Tesmelucca.

A letter dated Mexico, Feb. 23, says, a new 
Secretary has been chosen, named Valle, and 
several new officers. Thus, we areat present 
without a government. All the prisoners 
were released last night by the soldiery. When 
the guard was releasing Padre Mier from his 
six months confinement, he asked by whose 
order he came to free him: the soldier res- 
ponded— by our own order.’ ‘It is all well,” 
said the Padre, ‘ before three months I will 
have his Majesty’s head brought to the block ;’ 
and were he to have his will, he would certain- 
ly accomplish his threat. 

The last advices from that division of the 
army, which styles itself, the Defenders of the 
Sovereign Mexican Congress, are dated Te 
luca, 2d of March; they state the Constite- 
tional forces were hourly increasing, and that 
the desertion of troops from the capital was 
very considerable. 

The squadron lately purchased in the U. 
States by Iturbide, is entirely hauled up, with 
the exception of one gun boat and one scheon- 
er, and the officers and men, with the excep- 
tion of a very few, discharged. 

An arrival last evening from Vera Cruz, as 
late as the 2ist of March, brings the following 
additional items :— 

On the 21st of March, a despatch was re-

tion of such a work, originality of composition would 
be less valued than a judicious selection from the wri- 
tings of others. It is his intention to present the Com- 
mentary on the Morning and Evening Prayers of the 
Church, in his own language, and somewhat at large ; 
condensing what has been said by many writers into 
single articles, attached to each particutar part of the 
service. As this portion of the work will probably be 
most frequently read in a devotional way, such an ar- 
rangement would seem to be useful, to preserve the 
connexion, and to prevent those juterruptions which 
must otherwise occur, in passing from the observations 
of one wiiter to those of another In most other parts 
of the work, and always, when any doctrinal point is 
involved, the name of the Author will be annexed to bis 
remarks; and on all controverted questions, those 
writers will be appealed to, who have been most dis- 
tinguished for their judgment, learning, and picty, and 
whose opinions have received the most unanimoys 
sanction of the “hurch.—Those comments for which 
the Editor may feel himself respensible, either as their 
author, or as having collected them fiom various sour- 
ces-with alterations, will be designated by the initials 
of bis name subjoined to them. 

it will be a leading object in the proposed work, to 
notice all the alterations of the English Liturgy, which 
have been made by the compilers, of our Americen 
Book ; and to state, as far as practicable, the considera- 
tions on which they were founded.

otherwise aspire. 
In the use of the Rnglish Commentators, it is intend- 
ed to make alterations and additions, accommodated 
to the state of the American branch of the Church, and 
on some subjects, lustrations will be sought, in the 
writings of the American Bishops, and other Clergy, 
Nhe several parts of the Liturgy will afford a wide 
range for Comment and reflection. The history of their 
respective derivations, the ideas they were severally de- 
signed to convey or excite, the doctrines of faith and 
practice which they inculcate or recognize; ail these 
topics will, as occasion may offer, occupy the attention 
of the compiler; but it will be his main design to give 
the whole work a practical character, for the purpose 
of recommending it to the use of families, and as a help 
to their domestic devotions. He is persuaded that many 
who habitually use the Book of Common Prayer, have 
a very imperfect apprehension of the ful) import of its 
several Offices, and catch but a faint-inspiration from
